Senior captain, Bob Cody, was named 
the most valuable runner by Cross 
Country coach Bob Pecor. Cody and 
fellow senior Kevin Prufer were cited 
for their leadership and consistency 
throughout the season. 
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ST. MICHAEL’S COLLEGE 
FIRE DEPARTMENT AND RESCUE SQUAD 


A hunter collapsed on a mountain in 
Bolton. State police and members of a rescue 
squad trekked the last four miles through 
snow and freezing November temperatures, 
reaching the victim at two in the morning. 
The hunter’s body was finally carried out at 
5:00 a.m. 

On an icy winter day at 7:00 p.m., a tractor 
trailer crashed through an Interstate Highway 
89 guard rail and plunged 100 feet onto a 
ledge above the Winooski River. The driver’s 
legs were pinned in the crushed cab. The first 
rescue squad on the scene gave aid and 
oxygen to the man whose life was saved. The 
first fire squad on the scene put foam on the 
smoldering engine and burning battery cables 
while the cab was jacked apart and the driver 
lifted out. 

In each of the two cases above, the rescue 
and fire squads were volunteer students from 
St. Michael’s College. They are young men 
and women of whom all alumni, parents and 
friends of the college should be proud. 

This past Spring, the St. Michael’s 
Volunteer Fire and Rescue Services celebrated 
its fifth year of concerned 
Committee of Campus Safety was set up to 
organize a rescue service in 1969 because area 
ambulances had proved inadequate in 
emergencies involving undergraduates. The 
committee went to then President Bernard L. 
Boutin who gave $4,500 for the start of the 
rescue and fire squads. They started operations 
in 1970. 

The rescue service was the first to be set 
up. With the help of first-aid experienced 


students Thomas Powers and Peter Maloska, a 


action. A 


training program was started. A_ student 
owning a 1961 GMC van sold it to the college 
and this delivery van was converted into an 
ambulance. In its first year of service, students 
on the rescue squad responded to 78 
individuals in need in the greater Burlington 
area. The present figure has grown to over 
2,400 calls. 

The driving force behind the squad is Dean 
of Students Donald R. Sutton who is the 
current Chief of St. Michael’s Volunteer Fire 
and Rescue Services. One of the main reasons 
for the squad’s creation, noted Dean Sutton, 
was to improve community relations between 
the college and the surrounding area. Sutton 
said, “We wanted to make people realize that 
the students are concerned.”’ 

The Dean is also the main force behind the 
start of the St. Michael’s Volunteer Fire 
Department. In nine degree weather back in 
1970 he drove the Ward LaFrance fire 
pumper truck from Hazlet, New Jersey to St. 
Michael’s. He purchased the 1957 model 
engine from Hazlet after negotiating the price 
down to $3,000. At the time, skepticism was 
displayed in the idea of students handling 
professional equipment in a_ professional 
manner. St. Michael’s was the first college to 
have such a project in Vermont and the 
college has set a precedent copied by other 
schools in this state as well as elsewhere. 

An example of how the student fire-fighting 
team has helped the college community is in 
the Ryan Hall fire two years ago. Early on 
that bitter cold morning, a fire broke out in a 
3rd floor room of this women’s dormitory. 
Evacuation of the building and extinguishing 


of the fire was provided by the squads with the 
help of five local units. Dean Sutton was taken 
to Fanny Allen Hospital for treatment of 
smoke inhalation and several others were 
treated also. 

The volunteer fire service now functions as 
a batallion of the Colchester Volunteer Fire 
Company. All 30 members of the squad must 
attend the fire-fighting school taught in 
Colchester and go through a six month 
probation period. Present headquarters for the 
unit is an old converted gas station on the 
north campus of the college. 

Serving a population of approximately 
40,000 men, women and children, the rescue 
squad’s district (which is assigned by the state) 
encompasses nearly 170 square miles of 
Chittenden County. 

The students of the rescue squad receive 
advanced paramedical training and experience 
far beyond standard first aid training. They 
must complete the American Red Cross and 
Advanced First Aid Courses, weekly refresher 
sessions, as well as a Vermont Heart 
Association sponsored course. 


In 1973, the Northern New England 
Regional Medical Program, RMP, a Federally 
funded program in joint cooperation with the 
Medical Center of Vermont in Burlington, 
named the St. Michael’s rescue squad as the 
primary ambulance for a project known as the 
“High Risk Infant / Mother Transport 
System’”’. This project provides transportation 
for premature and seriously ill newborn 
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infants from outlying hospitals in Vermont 
and New Hampshire to the Medical Center, 
where special intensive care nurseries and 
highly trained doctors greatly increase the 
chances of survival for such infants. RMP 
donated $1,000 to the St. Michael’s rescue 
squad for the project. 

In 1971, the students in the Volunteer Fire 
and Rescue Services were maned Citationists 
in the National Volunteer Awards competition 
of the National Center of Voluntary Action. 

As the reputation of the students’ skill and 
dedication began to grow, they received more 
and more calls to the outlying areas. Starting 
out as a backup unit in 1970, they now have 
other groups backing them up. 

The first paragraph of this story on the St. 
Michael’s Volunteer Fire and Rescue Services 
concerned the squad’s desperate night attempt 
to reach a dying hunter in the Bolton 
mountains. On December 10, 1971 the widow 
of that hunter wrote Dean Sutton the following 
note which seems to be the attitude of these 
Volunteer Michaelmen: 


‘““We have received your 
names as being the men who 
participated in the rescue of Bob 
Lanard on November 26, 1971. 
You didn’t know Bob, but his 
spirit was like yours. He would 
take any risk to help a friend. 
When you volunteered for the 
job you did, you never know 
what risks were involved. You 
just said I’ll go, no matter who 


needs help.”
